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Bush  Roses

Columbia.  Color  a true  pink,  deepening  as  it  opens  to  a 
glowing  pink.  Single  buds  on  long  stems,  splendid  for  cutting. 

Crimson  Queen.  Rich  bright  velvety  crimson  with  beautiful 
long  slender  buds.

Hadley.  Color  a deep,  brilliant,  velvety  crimson,  which  it 
retains  all  the  year  ’round.  Flowers  are  borne  on  stiff  upright 
stems. 

Hoosier  Beauty.  Color  a glowing  crimson,  scarlet  with  darker 
shadings.  Deliciously  fragrant.  Buds  long  and  pointed. 

Hugh  Dickson.  Brilliant  crimson,  tinted  scarlet.  Has  large, 
finely  formed,  fragrant  flowers ; blooms  well  and  is  healthy  and 
vigorous. 

H.  V.  Machin.  Color  a rich  scarlet  crimson.  The  buds  are 
long  and  pointed.
